bullets fired by guards of the 
Tidewater plant. 
Both were shot dead.

eight other strikers were hurt by bul-

combatants and women and children, 
one girl, two boys am] several by­ 
standers, were hurt. 
Three yuards of the company were 
hurt. 
One of them wus attacked and 
beaten 
U p so badly by the strikers 
that he is in a critical condition. An­ 
other guard was 
shot through the 
wrist und still another was injured 
by falling from
